BELFAST UP IN ARMS; 
COPY OF BILL IS BURNED 


Belfast, January 16.—Thousands 
of Orangemen and members of un- 
lonist clubs held demonstrations 
outside city hall this evening and 
burned a copy of the home rule biil. 
_Bands paraded the streets until 
midnight. There was much firing 
of revolvers, mostly blank car- 
tridges, but one man was shot in 
the back and is in a critical con- 
dition. 


London, January 16—After a long, 
@tern battle the home rule bill passed 
the house of commons tonight by a 
majority of 110. Later it was read for 
the first time in the house of lords. 

There were two divisions in the low- 
er house. Mr. Balfour’s motion for its 
rejection was defeated, 258 to 368, 
while the third reading was carried by 
a vote of 367 to 257, one member of 
each side having left the house in the 
interval. 

The result of the decision was too 
much of a foregone conclusion for a 
tremendous demonstration, but Irish- 
men inside and outside of the housg. 
did their best, and assisted bythe lib- 
erals and laborites gave the measure 
for which they had united and worked 
60 long a g00d send-off on its way 
to the house of lords, where its fate 
certainly is sealed. 

The division was proceeded by an- 
other series of brilliant speeches by 
the political leaderg, among whom 
E. Smith and the so- 
licitor general, Sir John A. Simon, two 
of the cleverest among the younger 
members, and the veterans, John BE. 
Redmond, Timothy Healy and Augus- 
tine Birrell, chief secretary for Ire- 
land, 

The House Was Crowded. 

The house was crowded throughout 
the day. The nationalists were only 
one man short of their ful] strength. 
Several of the older nationalists, whu 
are seldom able to attend. came over 
from Ireland for the division. 

The jiberals and laborites, too, turn- 
ed out in force and the unionists were 
not far below their total membership. 
The galleries were filled to their ca- 
pacity. 

When the figures were announced 
the nationalists waved hats, handker- 
chiefs and papers and cheerel lustily 
for Premier Asquith and Mr. Redmond. 
The latter, who is usually impassive, 
Was carried away by the enthuiasm 
of his followers and entere@ into the 
spirit of the demonstrations as ef- 
fusively as they. 

Those who crowded the lobbies 
ceived the figures with another 
of welcome and added to this bv 
ing, tht bill itself as a copy ¥ 
ried by an official from the 
to the lords. The upper house mat 
especially to receive the measure and 
formally passed its first re ading. 

The house of commons soon quieted 
after the Irish demonstration, but out- 
side the crowd continued to cheer for 
sometime.

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WILSON OPPOSES 
INAUGURAL BALL 


President-Elect Wants Dancing 
Feature Eliminated 


Wilson Says He Reached Decision 
Against Ball After Consulting a 
Great Many Persons. 


—\ 


Trenton, N. J., January 16.—Presi- 
dent-elect Wilson favors abolishment 
of the inaugural bal]. This became 
known today when he sent a letter to 
William Corcoran Eustis, at Washing- 
ton, chairman of the inauguration com- 
mittee, asking him to consider the 
feasibility of omitting it. 

Mr. Wilson's letter foHows: 

“My Dear Mr. Eustis: After taking 
counsel with a great many persons 
and assessing as well as I could gen- 
eral opinion in the matter, I've come 
to the conclusion that it is my duty to 
ask you to consider the feasibility of 
omitting the inaugural ball altogether. 

“TI do this with a great deal of hesi- 
tation, because I do not wish to inter- 
fere with settled practices or with 
reasonable expectations of those who 
usually go to enjoy the inauguration, 
but it has come to wear the aspect of 
a sort of public duty because of the 
large indirect expense upon the gov- 
ernment incidental to it, and because 
these balls have ceased to be neces- 
sary to the enjoyment of the visitors. 

“TIT hope most sincerely that this re- 
quest will in no way embarrass you 
and that I have not too long delayed 
in making the suggestion. 

“With cordial regards, sincerely 
yours. “WOODROW WILSON.” 

Among several conferences held by 
Governor Wilson today was one with 
Senator-elect Broussard, of Louisiana, 
who had been invited by the governor 
to talk over various matter, particu- 
larly the question of abolishing the 
commerce court. Mr. Wilson had no 
comment to make.on the subject after 
the conference, Mr. Broussard ex- 
pressed himself as in favor of main- 
taining the commerce court as a court 
of equal jurisdiction. 

Officials Are Surprised. 

Washington, January 16.—President- 
elect. Wilson's letter to William Corco- 
ran Eustis, chairman of the inaugural 
committee, suggesting the feasibility 
of abolishing the inaugural ball had 
not been received by Mr. Eustis at a 
late hour tonight. Mr. Eustis and other 
officials having in charge the inau- 
gural plans were surprised when in- 
formed of the suggestion. Mr. Eustis 
declined to make any comment because 
the letter had not reached him. He 
got in touch with George FE. Hamilton, 
chairman of the finance committee of 
the inaugural tommittee, and arranged 
to have a meeting of all the inaugural 
officials early tomorrow to consider 
Governor Wilson's proposal. Mr. 
Hamilton declared Mr. Wilson's sug- 
gestion to be “remarkablé, coming at 
this late date.”

“The Sign of the Wren's Nest,” Joel 
Chandler Harris’ home on Gordon 
street, West End, is now the property 
of the Uncle Remus Memorial associa- 
tion, with a portion of “Snap Bean” 
farm. The purchase price was paid to 
the Harris family on Wednesday with 
$14,350 in cash and a note for $650. 

On Saturday afternoon at 2 o'clock 
the deed will be formally turned over 
to the association’s officers by Mrs. 
Harris a@t a meeting of the officers, 
Which will be held at the Harris home 
especially for the purpose. The  oc- 
casion will be most impressive, for the 
gathering will be held in the room 
where Mr. Harris wrote the wonderful 
stories of “Uncle Remus” and “Br’er 
Rabbit,” which. have delighted child- 
hood for many years. 

Work of Association. 

Mrs. Harris will hand the deed to 
the president of the association, Mrs. 
A. McD. Wilson, who will speak of the 
work of the association in raising the; 
money for the purchase and of the fu- 
ture use of the’ property. 

Beginning early next week the as- 
sociation will take steps for the open- 
img of the home to the public and ina 
little while the Uncle Remus Memorial 
home will be an Institution national in 
scope, visited by al] who come to the 
city to pay a tribute to a man and 
Writer whose name will go down to 
posterity as one whose gifted pen did 
much for the literature of his country. 

Option on Remainder of Property. 

While the association has bought 
about 150 feet front on Gordon street, 
which includes the home site, it has 
an option on the remainder of the 
property with a frontage of about 419 
feet for $5,000 additional. The price 
of the home was $20,000. The family 
contributed $5,000 of the amount. That 
left $15,000, of which $14,350 has been 
paid in cash and a note for $650 given 
for the balance. The property has a 
sk ae of between 350 and 400 feet, giv- 
ing ample room for a large playground,

Snap Bean Farm a Playground. 

The “Sign of the Wren’s Nest’ is to 
be a monument to the name of Uncle 
Remus and a mecca for those who love 
the memory of the great and tender- 
hearted writer. “Snap Bean Farm,” in 
the rear of the house, will be a play- 
ground for little children on the very 
spot where Uncle Remus once lived 
and received the inspiration to write 
the stories which are a joy to,child- 
hood. 

The news that the Harris home will 
be a lasting monument to the name of 
Joel Chandler Harris will be received 
with pleasure throughout the country, 
everywhere his books have been read.

Jesse C. Harris, a well-known attor- 
ney and chairman of the subcommit- 
tee of five appointed to handle the 
election of the county executive com- 
mittee, was indicted on the charge of 
perjury. He is now in Atlanta.

A. Umpback, the first the manager and 
the second two clerks of election In 
charge of the box known as upper 
city. A to L, were indicted on misde- 
meanor charges, alleging that they 
“fraudently and corruptly made false 
returns of the electton by knowingly, 
fraudulently and corruptly § altering, 
changing, destroying and incorrectly 
counting and recording ballots of 
voters cast in said election and mak- 


to the party authorities.” 

Mr. Umpback cannot. be tocated. 
Bonds will be given by each as soon 
as the warrants are served. 

Indictment Against Harris. 

The Harris indictment sets forth 
that on the night of the primary Jesse 
C. Harris asked Charles H. Hall, Jr., 
how many votes were needed from the 
box “A to L” in order to nominate 
Charles I. Bartlett for congress, and 
that at the time that he. asked this 
question he had heard the result of the 
election from all of the other boxes 
with the exception of ‘the one known 
as “A to L;” that Mr. Harris, in com- 
pany with D. R. Rodgers, did go into 
the city courtroom where the managers 
and clerks at box “A to L” were count- 
ing the ballots, more than two. times, 
and that Mr. Harris was acquainted 
with R. A. Umpback, one of the elec- 
tion clerks, and knew his business, and 
Place of residence on the day of the 
election and prior thereto. 

In his testimony -before 


jury Mr. Harris denied that any 
these facts were true. 

The grand jury further sets forth 
that the “false testimony of Jesse C. 
Harris was material to the inquiry 
then and there being made by the said 
grand jury, and was material to the 
questions made by said spectal pre- 
sentments against said R. A. Ump- 
back, and the questions necessarily 
arising upon said special presentment 
and to be inquired of, considered and 
found by said grand jury, the same 
being a judicial proceeding by the 
state of Georgia against a citizen of 
the state on a presentment charging 
said citizen with an offense under the 
penal laws of said state; and an in- 
quiry by said grand jury concerning 
the performance of the duties and ob- 
ligations of a manager of said pri- 
mary election and his returns there- 
of, the said Jesse C. Harris being 
chairman of the committee appointed 
by the democratic party authorities 
holding said election, and by said party 
authorities authorized and empowered 
to select managers to hold said pri- 
mary election, to instruct and advise 
said managers concerning the rules 
and regulations formulated by said 
party authoritles for the holding of 
said primary election and for making 
returns thereof, and to supervise and 
direct the holding of said election. 

Charged With Perjury. 

“And so the jurors aforesaid, upon 
their oaths aforesaid, do say that the 
said Jesse ©. Harris, on the inquiry 
aforesaid on the special presentment 
aforesaid, at the time and place afore- 
said, before the grand jury aforesaid, 
feloniously, wilf®iy, knowingly, abso- 
lutely, falsely and wickedly, in man- 
ner and form aforesaid, did commit 
wilful and corrupt perjury, contrary 
to the laws of said state, the good or- 
der, peace and dignity thereof.” 

The three men indicted for making 
false returns o¢ the election are all 
well known. T. E. Artope, the man- 
ager, is proprietor of a marble yard; 
John Harrison is a mechanic employed 
at the Central of Georgia shops, and 
R. A. Umpback is a bartender, who 
came to Macon only a short time be- 
fore the election was held. 

The same charges are made against 
all three, the .vording of the indict- 
ments being exactly the same. 

Two Counts Compared. : 

All three are indicted on two counts, 
the first being that they did knowing- 
ly, fraudulently and corruptly destroy 
and incorrectly count and record bal- 
lots of voters and make incorrect and

The health and 
sanitary departments will be taken up 
Priday, and then the committee goes 
into executive session to shave and 
scrape to bring down the demands un- 
til they approach the funds the city 
hag for apportionment. 

' Tnless counct]) meets for the special 
purpose of taking up the finance 
sheet, it will be forced to remain open 
for two weeks after next Monday’s 
meeting. 

To Draw on Charter Fund. 

The veto of the mayor might neces- 
sitate drawing out the $175,000 charter 
fund to take care of the salaries of 
the city employees, because the sala- 
ries of each department of the city 
government is included in the budget. 

The recently annexed suburb of 
Capitol View has asked for the exten- 
sion of the water system to that sec- 
tion. Superintendent Zode Smith es- 
timates that the extension will cost— 
conservatively estimated—$20,000. The 
new territory also asks for $500 for 
electric lights. 

Members of counct! say that if the 
city gives the suburbs al] that has 
been asked for assessments will be 
forced up throughout the city. 

Chief of Construction Clayton has 
asked for an increase of $500,000 in 
the budget of his department. Of the 
increase $10,000 is to take care of ac- 
quisitions to the department staff and 
increased salaries. 

Opponents of the construction 
partment say that the operating ex- 
penses are $15,000 greater than the 
combined expenses of the construction 
and street departments before con- 
solidation. 

Clayton Complains of Lack of Funds. 

Chief Clayton says that most of the 
criticism heaped on his department has 
been caused by lack of funds. He told 
the finance committee that to make 
his department what the people want- 
ed would require the whole income of 
the city and more.

United States Orders Deporta- 
tion of Edward Myln 


Secretary Nagel Says There Was 
Moral Turpitude in Accusing 
English King of Bigamy. 


Washington, D. C., January 16.—Ed- 
ward F. Mylius, the journalist, con- 
victed in London of libeling King 
George, for which he paid a penalty 
of ten months in prison, was ordered 
turned away from the gates of the 
United States today by Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor Nagel as an un- 
desirable immigrant within the mean- 
ing of American immigration laws. 

The cabinet official held that Mylius’ 
offense was a crime involving moral 
turpitude, which barred his admission 
He denied the contention that it was a 
purely political crime, excepted by the 
statutes. Only appeal to the courts 
now can stay Mylius’ deportation. 

“T cannot assume,” said Secretary 
Nagel in his decision, “that a law 
which excludes anarchists and persons 
who advocate the overthrow of gov- 
ernment or the assassination of pub- 
lic officials. was intended to admit the 
publisher of a false charge of bigamy 
simply because he advances a politi- 
cal purpose or motive for the act, or 
because the false charge was directed 
against a king among others, or be- 
cause the court in which the trial was 
held regarded the political aspect of 
the case as an aggravation of the of- 
fense.” 

The Defense of Mylius. 

Proponents of Mylius advanced the 
défense that he was convicted of se- 
ditious libel—a political crime—that 
his trial in London had been a farce. 
that in circulating a story attacking 
the honor of the king of England he 
was aiming a blow at monarchical 
government in the interest of repub- 
licanism, which should make him a 
welcome visitor to a free country. 

The alleged Hbelous story, publish- 
ed in The Paris Liberator, and for th= 
distribution of which in England My- 
lius was convicted, charged that 
George V., when a prince, contracted a 
morganatic marriage, in 1890, with the 
Culme-Sev- 
mour, an admiral of the British navy, 


now the wife of Captain Trevelyan Na- 


er. 
apr ordering the deportation of the 
journalist, Secretary Nagel was con- 
fronted with the unique situation that, 
although Mylius was not eligible to en- 
ter America, he was not barred from 
returning to England, 2 his al- 

—~me was committed. 
Bon es admitted,” ‘said the secretary 
“that this allen was accused of having 
published. a libel charging the kins 
with bigamy; that he was tried before 
a jury, convicted and sentenced, and 
that he served hig term. It can not 
be doubted that the offense for which 
the alien was convicted is of the 
character described in our statute as 
a ground for exclusion. 

“The only question left for discus- 
sion is whether the offense should be 
regarded as ‘purely political, not in- 
volving moral turpitude,’ and there- 
fore meets the exception in the statute. 

False Charge of Bigamy. 

“Primarily a false charge of bigamy 
is a common crime. In this instance 
that charge Was directed, not only 
against the King, but by inference 
against Mrs. Napier. While a convic- 
tion in a properly constituted court 
of a civilized country is for all pur- 
poses conclusive upon us in the con- 
sideration of such cases, it is proper tu 
add that the alien admits the circula- 
tion of the libel, that upon the trial no 
evidence was offered to substantiate 
the charg3, and that Mrs. Napier, her 
father and her brother, and other wit- 
nesses, testified without contradiction 
cr cross-examination to its entire un- 
truth. The sole argument 80 advanced 
in favor of treating this offense as a 
purely political one is that the writer 
of the article in Paris, and Mr. Mylius 
in England, intended it as an attack 
upon a phase of a monarchical insti- 
tution, and in justification of good 
orals and true religion; and that the 
crown in its proceeding treated it as 
a political offense. 

“I have not found a clear definition 
of ‘political offense.’ The accepted 
rule seems to be that to constitute a 
political offense it is necessary to show 
something in the nature of concerted 
action,” 

The alleged crime lacked this char- 
acter, the secretary further said, and 
was not part of a political controversy, 
an uprising or a common movement. 
but Mylius depended entirely upon his 
avowed motive or purpose to gtve his 
act the required political character. 

“Tf such a contention is to be ac- 
cepted,” added Mr. Nagel, ‘‘there is no 
crime in the calendar which can not 
be provided with the proper coloring 
by the offender himself.”’

He was 
one of the most efficient attaches to 
the city circulation department, and 
was esteemed by his employers and 
fellow workers. 

His death occurred at Grady hospital 
shortly after midnight. Several morn- 
ings ago, a few minutes after he had 
left The Constitution office at 3:30 
o’clock in his inspection cart, his body 
was discovered lying prostrate upon 
the Broad _ street bridge. His skull 
was fractured, and the injury later 
developed into spinal meningitis. The 
mystery of his fall has not been clear- 


ed, and probably never will.

Washington, January 16.—Two wide- 


ly different plans for banking and cur- 
rency legislation were recommended 
to the house currency reform commit- 
tee by prominent bankers. George M. 
Reynolds, president of the Chicago 
Continental and Commercial National 
bank, and a member of the national 
monetary commission, insisted that 
sOme-central power similar to the 
central reserve association, nroposed in 
the monetary commission's plan, was 
spnentiad to any sound banking sys- 
em. 

W. A. Nash, chairman of the board of 
directors of the New York Corn Ex- 
change bank, and a former president 
of the New York Clearing House as- 
sociation, declared that a central power 
Was unnecessary, and proposed an as- 
sociation of twenty ~eogranvhically lo- 
cated clearing houses with power to 
issue loan certificates convertible upon 
demand to government currency. 

Both bankers told the committee 
that it was not necessary for America 
to copv foreign banking methods. 
When Chairman Glass asked for an 
opinion on regional reserve banks or 
associations, with a supervisine treas- 
ury board, Mr. Reynolds said he 
thought such a plan would work if the 
supervising board haa sufficient power 
and absolute control over th- issue of 
notes.

GROSS FRAUDS 


_ AGAINST INDIANS 


Alleged That They Have Been 
Robbed by Agents of 
the Government. 


Washington, January 16.—Charges of 
Sross frauds against Indians on the 
White Earth resercvation in Minne- 
sota, that their physical and material 
condition is pitiful and that Major 
James McLaughlin, Indian inspector, 
did not properly guard the Indians’ re- 
quests in the allotment of lands, were 
made to the house today in a report 
by the committee on expenditures in 
the interior department. It recomend- 
ed that some remedy be found by con- 
gress for the present ‘anomalous situ- 
ation” by which the commissioner of 
Indian affairs has complete control 
over property worth $1,000,000,000 be- 
longing to Indians of the various tribes 
in the United States. 

The report declares that the Chip- 
pewa and other Indians were defraud- 
ed of large sums in the sale of lands 
and standing timber on the White 
A sale in 1900, the 
committee ‘finds from undisputed au- 
thority, was fraudulent in the details 
of its accomplishment.” 

The committee further charges that 
“fraudulent partiality” was shown by 
Simon Mie¢helet, Indian allottine agent, 
in allotting the Indian timLer under 
the law of 1905. 

“The best and most valuable pine 
allotments fell into the hands of those 
who were intended in advance to re- 
ceive them,” says the report. 

Investigations after these acts, the 
committee says, resulted in the gsend- 
ing out of an Indian agent, Thomas 
Downs, who “found the proceedings 
partial, unfair and unjust. Thereupon 
the paid agents of the lumber com- 
panies who claimed rights themselves 
as Indians and who would be benefici- 
aries of the allotment fraud, remon- 
strated to the interior department for 
the setting aside of the proceedings. 
The report declares that Major James 
McLaughlin, the second agent sent out. 
refused to allow the full blood Indians 
to send out runners to bring in the peo- 
ple; made false reports as to the num- 
ber of full bloods present and gave no 
adequate notice to the Indians of the 
mass meeting at which the question 
came up, which “in effect, was a coun- 
cil of lumber companies.” 

The action of Former Commissioner 
Francis E. Leupp was condemned on 
the ground that he prevented a full 
statement of the Indians’ complaints to 
President Roosevelt.

BUT REYNOLDS SEES DANGER 


Great Chicago Banker Thinks Concen- 
tration of Money and Credit 
Menaces the Country.

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Washington, January 16.—lAberty of | 
individuals to concentrate money and | 


power to the limit of their ability was 
advocated t»day before the house 
money trust committee by Jacob H, 
Schiff. of the New York banking firm 
of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 

Mr. Schiff declared that individuals 
should be allowed to exert their utmost 
efforts to concentrate fortunes and 
power, until the ‘laws of nature 
caused the attempted monopoly to fail 
of its own weight.” He was oOp- 
posed, however, to concentration 
through corporations and holding 
companies Mr. Schiff could not say 
whether concentration had as yet 
Feached a point where it is dangerous. 

The New York banking financier 
followed George M. Reynolds, of Chi- 
cago, on the stand. Mr, Reynolds told 
the committee that he had studied the 
concentration of money and credit, and 
that he believed. at the point it has 
now reached, it was “a menace to the 
progress of the country.” He said that 
competition in banking should be re- 
vived. 


The committee adjourned after to- | 


day’s session until next Wednesday, 
when H. P. Davison, F. L. Hine, George 
W. Baker, Jr., and other witnesses rep- 
resenting banks 2nd banking houses in 
New York and Chicago, will be heard.

“What is the ethics of the banking 
business in connection with bond Is- 
sues?” asked Mr. Untermyer. 

“It is not considered good form,” 


; said Mr. Schiff, “to create undue in- 


terference or competition by a bank- 
ing firm.” He added that big banking 
houses generally had corporations as 
their clients and that no other bond 
house would endeavor to take Issues 
from the banking firm recognized as 
the usual fiscal agent of the corpora- 
tion.

Mr. Schiff said there was sharp ri- 
valry between his firm and Speyer & 
Co., but he knew of no instance in th? 
last five years when Morgan & Co. had 
“invaded the fleld of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co.,’ Or vice versa.

After a long discussion Mr. Unter- 
myer asked: 

“Then you think that national banks 


‘should be allowed to do business as

“Yes. I would allow them to do any 
legitimate banking business without 
restriction, except the restriction of 
careful management. I believe offi- 
cers and directors both should . be 
barred from borrowing from their 
banks except that firms which have 
partners should be ailowed to borrow 
from the bank.” 

Mr. Schiff said that he thought mi- 
nority stockholders should be repre- 
sented in the management of ban«s, 


Reynolds Fears Money Trust. 


George M. Reynolds, president of the. 


Continental and Commercial bank, of 
Chicago, preceded Mr. Schiff on the 
stand. President Reynolds said he 
knew of the trend toward “concen- 
tration of money and credits” and that 


‘he thought it a dangerous thing. 


“IT am opposed to the concentration 


(of any sort of power.” he said. |

Mr. Reynolds said he was opposed 


‘to the principal of interlocking dire-- 


tors in potentially competing con- 
cerns and that he had adhered to that 
principle throughout ‘his banking ca- 
reer. 

Mr. Reynolds couid not make any 
specific recommendation as to reme- 
dying the concentratiOn of money, but 
Was sure the prevention of interlock- 
ing directors in competing concerns 
would have a good effect. 

Favors Return to Competition. 

In conclusion, Mr. Reynolds said he 
believed that “competition was not 
dead.” but he believed banking would 
be improved by a return to competitive 
conditions. 

Mr. Reynolds said he would approve 
of a law giving minority stockhold- 
ers in.national banks the right of rep- 
resentations on the board of directors 
and would approve a law incorporat- 
ing clearing houses so long as it did 
not interfere with the free conduct of 
business. 

“lI am in favor of utmost regulation 
and publicity,” he said. 

the Continental and Commercial, 
Mr. Reynolds said, loaned money to 
its own directors and corporations 
with which it was connected, but did 
not loan to its own officers. He did 
not believe officers should be allowed 
to borrow from their own banks. 

Mr. Reynolds declared that the Chi- 
cago clearing house was the first to 
employ a bank examiner. 

“Was that ‘because you found the 
federal inspection inefficient?’ asked 
Mr. Untermyer. 

“Yes, at that time we found it in- 
efficient in connection with the three 
banks of John R. Walsh. The other 
banks of Chicago had to guarantee the 
deposits of the Walsh banks, which 
were {n a deplorable condition, and 
they paid them off at a loss. To pre- 
vent such a situation arising again we 
formed an examining force.”

Railroad Commission Orders Better 
Service On Ponce de Leon Ave. 
After January 27. 


Citizens of Atlanta living on Ponce 
de Leon avenue and adjcent streets, 
who had entered complaint against 
the Georgia Railway and Electric com- 
pany for alleged insufficient car serv- 
ice, won out in the hearing of their 
petition for schedule adjustment be- 
fore the state rallroad commission 
Thursday morning. 

The commission ordered that, begin- 
ning not later than next April l, the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
inaugurate and operate schedules on 
Ponce de Leon avenue with not ex- 
ceeding ten minutes headway during 
the morning, noon and afternoon rush 
hours, with not exceeding fifteen min- 
utes’ headway during the other hours 
of travel, and that the last outbound 
car should leave the city not earlier 
than 12 o’clock, midnight, after Janu- 
ary 27. 

The people of Ponce de Leon have 
been waging a fight for these reforms 
for a long time, and were pleased with 
the decision of the commission. The 
present Ponce de Leon avenue car 
schedule gives the resident a car every 
twenty minutes. The last car for the 
Ponce de Leon neighborhood now 
leaves the city about 11:30 o'clock. 

The hearing was begun before the 
commission last Friday, but was con- 
tinued until Thursday’s meeting, when 
the decision was handed down.

noon today. The report on the find- 
ings will be made to the full board of 
trustees. No intimation of the nature 
of the report was given out. 

The committee issued the following 
statement, which makes it plain that 
the personal character of President 
Jameson ig above reproach and was not 
under investigation: 

“In view of the fact that some news- 
paper articles have appeared which are 
liable to place the president of Mer- 
cer university in a false light in the 
minds of the public and Geor- 
xia Baptists, the committee ap- 
pointed by the board of trustees 
to investigate the general relations 
of the executive departments of 
the university desire to make the fol- 
lowing statement: This committee 
Was never appointed to probe the 
president. He has never been accused 
of dishonesty, disloyalty or anything 
involving his personal character or in- 
tegrity. 

“After a patient investigation of the 
prevailing conditions we have been 
made aware of differences which we 
have no doubt the board of trustees 
will be competent to manage when our 
{indings shal] have been mdde to them, 
but we do not believe that conditions 
are such as to demand immediate ac- 
tion on their part. Therefore our re- 
port will be made to the board at its 
next meeting, which will probably be 
in June.

Editor Gonzales Also Denounced 
in Message 


Blease Says He Was Stabbed in 
Back by Tillman---Strict Libel 
Law Urged.

Columbia, S. C., January 16.—In a 
special message to the legislature Gov- 
ernor Cole lh. Blease bitterly attacked 
Senator B. R. Tillman and Captain W. 
E. Gonzales, editor of The State news- 
paper. - 

The attack was the result of the fa- 
mous Tilman letter published two 
days before the recent primary and the 
Part the editor of The State played in 
inducing the publication. Newspapers 
Benerally were attacked and restric- 
tion upon the press, in the way of leg- 
iglation, was urged by the governor. 

Blease on Tillman. 

Referring to Senator Tillman, 

sayé in part: 


“It will be necessary in order that 
the true situation and true conditions 
may be brought to light, that the con- 
duct of no less a personage than the 
senior senator from South Carolina 
may be reviewed to some extent. 

“If that conduct be what his friends 
and supporters would never have sus- 
pected or expected of him, I shall re- 
Zret that it has been necessary to 


he 


The governor gives extracts from 
certain letters which he said were 
Written by Senator Tillman during the 
last campaign, promising to be neutral 
as between Blease and Jones in the 
race for governor and i professing 
friendship for Blease. 

He quotes what, he says, are copies 
of telegrams which w*assed between 


‘ the editor of The State and its Wash- 


ington correspondent in which Senator 
Tillman was urged to give out for 
publication a letter he had written to 
Harrison Ferguson in Spartanburg in 
which Blease was scored and finally 
this letter was printed on the eve of 
the campaign. Tillman coming out 
squarely for Jones and urging the peo- 
Ple to repudiate Blease as he had, in 
the language of the senator, “made the 
name of South Carolina a by-word and 
hissing.” 


Result of Campaign. 


The governor charged that this was 
the result of a conspiracy between the 
editor of The State and State Chair- 
man John Gary Evans, in which Sena- 
tor Tillman was led, by reason of 
which he came out against the gov- 
ernor on the eve of election. He vir- 
tually charges that Tillman was per- 
suaded against his will in writing the 
now famous letter. The governor says 
that, while Senator Tillman was pro- 
fessing friendship for him, he was 
Stabbing him in the back. 

Of the now famous Ferguson letter, 
pre- 
tended friendship up to the close of 
the campaign, he says: 

“But in the darkness of the night 
the conspirators, working through all 
this time, it proved by later events, 
that one of the foulest conspiracies ever 
hatched in the politics of anv state was 
brewing. The conspivators had not 
met yet, Lecause they were personal 
and political enemies of the twenty- 
one years standing. The jealousy of 
mind, the heart of one, however, and 


tees 


the deep malice against the heart of 
the other at last brought them to- 
ether.” 

. He then refers to the killing of N. 
G. Gonzales by James H. Tillman, and 
the bitter political and personal feud 
which existed between the families, He 
said that the people repudiated -and ‘re- 
buked Tillman and re-elected him gov- 
ernor. 

Reviewing the sending of certain 
telegrams to a Washington corre- 
spondent, for him to urge Tillman to 
give out for publication a letter he 
had written to Ferguson denouncing 


Blease, the governor says of the letter: ; 


“Foul Stuff” Signed Tillman. 


“This foul stuff was signed B. R. 
Tillman and I hope that before the 
senator passes to the great beyond, he 
will tell who was with him in Wash- 
ington when it was prepared and why 
he dragged in the names of Colonel 
Abney and Hon. Sam J. Nichols and if 
he did so voluntarily or was nersuaded 


to do so by a once prominent politician, | 


who is now a statesman without a 
ob. 
’ “Was the senator’s weak mind sWay- 
ed by this astute big ‘ax,” who was 
present when the letter was dictated, 
and did Tillman or the other man dic- 
tate it? Was it voluntary, senator, or 
was it the result of over versuasion 
of an enfeebled mind? If your mem@ry 
is feeble and falling and you can hot 
recall, possibly your stenographer, who- 
ever he or she may have been, may 
refresh it.” 

The governor denies that he knew 
that Tillman had written the letter to 
Ferguson Lefore it was printed. The 
governor says that he submitted the 
matter to the solicitor of this circuit, 
and also to the federal district attor- 
ney, asking them if there were any 


state Or federal statutes under which, 


he could bring suit for criminal libel, 
but none were found. 

The governor refers to the reprint- 
ing by newspapers of the state of edi- 
torials from papers in other states 
condemning him for his Richmond 
speech, and says that the ovwress re- 
fused to print any praising him. 

He asks the legislature to pass some 
act restricting the press in such al- 
leged manners and closed by saying, 


“T call upon you to apply the remedy, | 


and apply it in the interest of the citl- 
gens of the state and good name of 
South Carolina, and in all geriousness 
I state my solemn belief to you that, 
if you do not and somebody later is 
killed by some one who is aggrieved 
and whom the law will not protect, 
then upOn yvour heads will be the blood 
of that man.”

BAD BUSINESS! 


The proposal that henceforth no _in- 
cumbent city council of Atlanta shall by 
moral obligation bind future councils for 
the payment of vital municipal improve- 
ments is poppy-cock and should not for a 
moment be seriously considered. 

Had this rule prevailed for the past ten 
years only, Atlanta would not now have 
had: 

(1) The city hall. 

(2) Some of the most important cross- 
town viaducts. 

(3) The Auditorium-Armory. 

(4) Piedmont Park. 

(5) The Inman pump, one of the most 


valuable features of the waterworks sys-| 


tem—and numerous other essential im- 
provements bearing upon the welfare of 


the entire city. 
The policy of utilizing the city’s moral 
obligation as an asset has never been 


‘abused. It has invariably been utilized to the 


best permanent effect, and it has secured 
needed improvements that would have 
otherwise been impossible or at least de- 
layed several years in materialization. 

No corporation or contractor is com- 
pelled to accept the city’s moral obligation. 
But they have all, hitherto, recognized its 
gilt-edged nature and its binding force, and 


-have been glad enough to do work under 


such conditions, 

To abandon the policy would be to take 
a decidedly reactionary step; in all proba- 
bility to paralyze the city’s progress. The 
Constitution does not believe public senti- 
ment favors the rescinding of a method 
that has proved itself safe and construct- 
ive. Atlanta is already sufficiently vexed 
by the burden of repairing for the present 
and building for the future, without having 
the task complicated by the lopping off 
of one of the most helpful aids in that 
direction. 


FOR PIEDMONT PARK. 


The finance committee of council could 
invest the money of the city to no better 
purpose than to liberalize appropriations 
with regard to Piedmont park. This mag- 
nificent city property, consisting of 189 
acres, is among the foremost of Atlanta’s 
health and recreation assets. 

The park has already proven its value 
to the city, but is as yet in an only partially 
developed condition. The plans for com- 
pletion call for an ultimate outlay of 
$850,000. Of the ten or twelve thousand 
dollars which council has annually appro- 
priated to the park for the past few years, 
only a small portion has been available for 
improvements. If the splendid program 
for the park’s development is to be ma- 
terialized the amount for improvement pur- 
poses must be radically increased. 

It is needless to dwell upon the niggard 
policy which has cramped and is cramping 
all of the city’s parks. The park commis- 
sioners, the general manager and the 
newspapers have too often expressed them- 
selves on that score to require repetition. 
The policy is working especial harm to 
Piedmont park by delaying its transforma- 
tion into that splendid playground so 
urgently needed by the city’s recreation 
system. Not only should the finance com- 
mittee be generous with the park, but 
council itself should forthwith consider 
means the park’s development 
can be substantially hastened.

A Red Letter Day 


By SAM W. SMALL 


The 15th of January, 1751, was a big red 
letter day in the then nearly eighteen-year- 
old colony of Georgta. 

Tondee's Tavern in Savannah was over- 
flowing. with the knee-breeched and_ be- 
wigged gentry of the two big counties of 
Savannah and Frederica, gathered by the call 
of Governor Henry Parker to establish and 
function the first colonial assembly. 

The trustees were surrendering the royal 
charter, Oglethope had years before resigned 
active control and retired to Cranham Hall in 
England, and “the people” were now to in- 
augurate a system of popular sovereignty, 
so to speak. 

Sixteen delegates had been chosen by the 
freeholders of the plantations between the 
Savannah and the Altamaha and they bore 
names afterwards famous in Georgia annals. 

There were no negro slaves in that day 
to man-handle masters, shine their shoe 
buckles and groom their horses, for Georgia 
was the one and only colony of the American 
littoral that had prohfbited the slave traffic. 

Nor was there any tap-room talk and cau- 
cus wassail attending the political prelimi- 
naries, for Georgia was also the one and only 
colony of the baker’s dozen that had initiated 
her career with a prohibition of the rum 
traffic. 

Once again, therefore, legislatively speak- 
ing, she is a ‘free and sober” state. In 
other words, figuratively free and sporadic- 
ally sober! 

Anyhow, that first assembly got together 
without any party wrangling, Francis Harris 
was unanimously. elected speaker, and the 
delegates got busy promptly with “the bust- 
ness of the state.” 

One would think that in those primitive 
days the law-making for a few more than a 
thousand imhabitants should be an easy and 
brief undertaking, but it was in fact some- 
what otherwise. There were many and im- 
portant questions of local, intercolonial and 
Over-seas interests to be considered and ad- 
justed. 

That assembly had problems before it that 
would curl the hair of most of the men who 
now sit in the national congress in Wash- 
ington. The relations of the colony with 
the English crown, the necessities of the 
common defense against the Spaniards in 
Florida, the regulation of commerce between 
the colonies, the forwarding of agriculture 
and the propagation of manufacturers, the 
knotty issues of male-taill descents of prop- 
erties—and a wriggly bunch of other lesser 
legislations, kept those first solons of Geor- 
gia sitting up nights and balancing their 
wigs all through the days. 

The hot friction of ideas Was no less 
pronounced in those times than in our own, 
as many electric incidents would brightly 
attest. 

The Georgians of that lustrum were a 
well-scrambled hash of humanity. The “first 
families” were partly the gentlemen philan- 
thropists who had assisted Oglethorpe in the 
foundation and partly the emancipated debt- 
ors fished from the London jails to renew 
their manhood and enterprises in the New 
W orld. Added to them were the German 
Protestant Salzbufgers and other European 
persecuted who had eagerly embraced the 
offerings of Oglethorpe. And not the least 
forward and stubborn were those clansmen 
of the Scotch highlands who came over in 
1834-5 to endow Georgia with her Baileys, 
McIntoshes, Stewarts, Bullochs and others of 
equal renown and proliferousness. 

But the work went well, the spirit of prog- 
ress was uppermost, and the sparks of in- 
dependence that were struck anon in that 
assembly, finally became the blaze that con- 
sumed the effigy of King George in front 
of Tondee’s Tavern and glorified Georgia as 
one of the original pillows of the Great Re- 


public.

THE SALEM 
WITCHCRAFT 


Who was responsible for the starting of 
the witchcraft mania which overtook the 
Massachusetts colony in the latter part of 
the seventeenth century, as a result of which 
nineteen innocent persons were executed and 
hundreds were imprisoned? No one has ever 
been able to explain. The only excuse that 
is to be offered is that, with rare exceptions, 
every one at that time believed in witch- 
craft. It found an apparent confirmation in 
the Exodus text, “Thou shalt not suffer a 
witch to live,” and the great legal authori- 
tles of England had given decisions imply- 
ing the fact of witchcraft and indicating the 
various degrees of guilt. 

This witchcraft delusion had a small be- 
ginning, and just in what way has never 
been learned other than that one day in 1692 
Rev. Samuel Parris found that his little 
daughter, Elizabeth, 9 years old, and his 
niece, Abigail Williams, 11 years old, were 
beginning to act strangely. In the family 
were two slaves, John and Tituba, whom he 
had brought from the West Indies. 

These children startled the neighbors by 
their unaccountable performances, creeping 
under tables, assuming strange and painful 
attitudes, and uttering inarticulate cries. At 


times they fell into convulsions and uttered 
piercing shrieks. Dr. Griggs, the local phy- 
sician, declared the children bewitched, and 
this explanation was soon afterwards con- 
firmed by a council of the ministers held at 
Mr. Parris’ house. 

In view of the general belief in witch- 
craft, it is not surprising that these young 
girls, instead of being punished for mis- 
chievous conduct or treated for nervous de- 
rangement, were pitied ag the victims of 
some malevolent persons and urged to name 
their tormentors. Shortly some other chil- 
dren of the village became similarly afflict- 
ed. When they were urged to name their 
tormentors the first persons mentioned were 
Tituba, the Indian slave; Goody Osborn, a 
bedridden woman whose mind was affected 
by many troubles, physical and mental, and 
Sarah Grartd, a friendless, forlorn creature, 
looked upon as a vagrant. 

Undoubtedly these creatures had nothing 
whatever to do with the strange actions of 
the children, but the public mind was just 
so superstitious and susceptible that they 
lent willing ears to the story of the chil- 
dren, and in March, 1692, the first examina- 
tions were held. The accused, naturally, did 
not receive fair treatment. Their guilt was 
assumed from the first. No counsel was al- 
lowed and the judge even bullied them te 
force a confession. 

The children asserted that they were tor- 
tured when they looked at the prisoners, 
and were also choked, pinched, beaten, etce., 
by the accused witches. Who prompted this 
evidence, or through what delusion had it 
become fixed in their mind, the writers on 
the witchcraft period at Salem have never 
been able to throw any light. But the tale 
they told was believed and the excitement 
it caused spread like a panic. Hundreds of 
people accused of being witches were thrown 
into prison; nineteen were hanged, one, an 
aged man, was pressed to death, and two 
died in prison before the crazy witchcraft 
madness had spent its force. 

Finally the people awoke to the horror 
of their delusion, and then they bitterly re- 
pented their folly, but it was a long time 
before the public mind had entirely recov- 
ered from its witchcraft paralysis.

Albany is one of the most famous seven 
sleepers of America, the other six being St. 
Joseph, Mo.; Charleston, § C.; Quincy, I11.;

Albany has 100,000 people, but this is 
because !t got a very early start. The 
French had a post at Albany in 1540. The 
Dutch settled it in 1617, and long before the 
year 1700 Albany was a neat village full of 
red brick houses with high step gables. One 
hundred and twenty years ago it became the 
capital of New York and was one of its 
leading cities. Thirty years ago it had 90,000 
people. Since then it has been sliding up and 
down in its effort, to enter the 100,000 class 
like a frog climbimg out of a damp well. In 
1910, thanks to the ever-growing horde of 
state employees required to dust and sweep 
the capitol building, it got over the line by 
a few hundred margin and is now one of 
the fifty big cities of America. 

Albany is the meeting place of half a 
dozen rgilroads, two rivers and several ca- 
nals and about 111,000 New York politicians. 
Its principal fame comes from the latter fact 
and its principal task is to support its city 
and county government in the luxury to 
which it is accustomed. It contains many 
fine state buildings? including the _ state- 
house, which cost $25,000,000, though no one 
was ever prosecuted for this fact. 

A great many noble statesmen have lived 
in Albany briefly as governors of New York, 
but most of them escaped afterwards to the 
presidential chair. Chester A. Arthur, ex- 
president of the United States, is buried in 
Albany, but not as deeply as the rest of the 
republican party is at present. 

Albany is famous among the cities on 
the New York Central for its depot, which 
is quite modern. It will be the terminus of

The Two Men Who Laid the Founda- 
tion of the Twin Cities.

“I have often thought that it is a curious 
coincidence that the two really great orig- 
inal and constructive forces that, as indi- 
viduals, at least, created the impulses which 
have made my own state of Minnesota what 

it now is should have 
been men of Canadian 
birth,” 
So said the late 
Willlam Windom, who 
was governor of Min- 
nesota at onetime, 
United States senator 
from that state, and 
who was twice secre- 
tary of the treasury, 
at a time when, in 
1888, the prodigious 
undertaking of James 
J. Hill was beginning 
to attract attention in 
the east. : 
“The two men to 
whom I refer are John 
H. Stevens and James 
E. J. Edwards, J. Hill. Mr. Hill sup- 
plements the great work which was begun 
by Mr. Stevens, I think about 1849. 

“Both were born in Canada, although f 
believe Mr. Stevens’ father and mother were 
natives of Vermont. His father moved to 
Canada before Mr. Stevens was born. I re- 
member to have heard that Mr. Stevens 
served in the Mexican war, and immediately 
after peace he found his way up the Mis- 
sissippi river to the headwaters. 

“Mr. Stevens told me that he was the 
first man to take up a reservation of 160 
acres in the very heart of what is now the 
city of Minneapolis. 

“I asked him why he had selected that 
particular spot. 


“In reply, he said that he spent some 
weeks in migratory work of a pioneer na- 
ture, working back from the Mississippi 
river. He became friendly with the Indians. 
They took him to the Falls of St. Anthony. 
The instant he saw these falls Mr. Stevens 
realized that they would furnish a magnifi- 
cent water power. He thought that this 
water power would be utilized by the build- 
ing of sawmills, and he realized that the 
lumber could be easily floated down the 
Mississippi river to varlous markets. The 
idea of establishing great flour mills at 
Minneapolis never occurred to him, for the 
simple reason that he did not see the de- 
velopment of Minnesota as a wheat-produc- 
ing state. 

“This was the reasoning which led Mr. 
Stevens to make the first claim for 169 
acres. It was a lonely life which he began 
there. I remember that in one conversation 
I had with him he said that when he built 
his cabin he was the orily white man in the 
place. He maintained very friendly rela- 
tions with the Indians, however. In his 
cabin was born the first white child in the 
state of Minnesota—I think right in the 
heart of what is now the city of Minneapolis, 
If ever a man grew up with a place John H. 
Stevens was the man. Hie had quite as 
much genius in persuading settlers to come 
as James J. Hill has had in persuading cap- 
ital to aid him in opening up millions of 
acres in the northwest in such manner ag to 
make those acres tributary to Minneapolis,

Washington, January 16.—A written 
acknowledgement, purporting to have

George Stump said he got his brother 
to sign the paper and witnessed it

The statement follows: 

“New York, August 1, 1905.—F. Q.

Dear Sir: I hereby confirm the state- 
ment made to you that certain letters 
received by J. D. Archbold, among 
them letters from the late Senator 
Hanna and Senator Quay, were dis- 
pesed of by me to Mr. Chamberlain 
and Mr. Mooney, of The New York 
Journal, for which I received a con- 
sideration, and that Mr. Archbold’s let- 
ter books were temporarily placed tn 
the hands of the same party for exami- 
nation, and for which I also received 
a consideration. In writing you this’ 
letter it is with the understanding 
that it is not im any way to be used 
to incriminate me.

The witness said that Charles Stump 
was dead. 

Stump testified that after he was 
subpoenaed to appear before the com- 
mittee, but before he testified, he was 
approached by a “Mr. Reynolds” in 
the capitol corridor with the state- 
ment that he represented William R. 
Hearst personally. 

“What did he say to you?” 
Senator Jones. 

“He asked me what I knew about 
the matter,” replied the witneass. 

“tT asked why he was - interested, 
He said Mr. Hearst Knew nothing of 
the purchase of letters, but that his 
name was involved, and he wanted to 
see what I knew. He also asked me 
if 1 had any letters or knew any one 
who did.”

Stump. “They seemed to go down 
every night or so and get some 
money.”

HOOPER WANTS STATE

Nashville, Tenn., January 16.—In his 
first message to the fifty-eighth gen- 
eral assembly, submitted today, Gov- 
ernor Ben W. Hooper declared that 
Tennessee should immediately take.

FOR IMMIGRANTS 


Required by Measure Agreed 
Upon by House and Sen- 
ate Conferees. 


Washington, January 16.—The immi- 

Sration bill was agreed upon in con- 
ferences between the two houses to- 
day. It will be brought up for adop- 
tion, probably tomorrow, in the house, 
where it was reported late today by 
Representative Burnett, of Alabama, 
who framed the house proposition. As 
agreed, immigrants will have to read 
their own language, but this require- 
ment will be waived in the case of 
wives, widows, single daughters and 
certain others. The senate yielded on 
its idea of requiring both a reading 
and writing test. 
. The head tax on immigrants was in- 
creased by the conferees from $4 to 
$5 each, but there were.exceptions as 
to this in favor of Canadians and Mex- 
icans, because of their adjacent terri- 
tory. 

Under the terms of the conference 
report, physicians, matrons and in- 
Spectors, all appointive by this gov- 
ernment, would be on immigrant car- 
rying ships, fine imposed upon steam- 
ship companies for bringing in inmad- 
missible aliens would be raised from 
$100 to $200, and the offense of steam- 
ship companies bringing in insane per- 
sons would be penalized instead of a 
mere requirement of deportation. 

The conferees dropped the plan re- 
specting those who come to this coun- 
try and cause trouble with friendly 
nations, particularly aimed to meet the 
situation along the Mexican border. 
It was agreed to require deportation 
of those who are convicted and sen- 
tenced here for offenses’ involving 
moral turpitude. The proposal to re- 
quire certificates of identity, objec- 
tionable to Jewish immigrants, was 
dropped in conference. 

The conferees agreed to require the 
arrest of deserting alien seamen and 
their examination before a board of 
inquiry, as in the case of other im- 
migrants, with deportation as the pen- 
alty of failing to meet the immigrant 
requirements. Alien stowaways are to 
be deported.

COTTON AND CEREALS 
BREAK EXPORT RECORD 


January 16,—An _  in- 
crease in the value of breadstuffs and 
cotton and a market decline in the 
value of meatsand foodanimals were 
the features of the exports of 1912 
which broke all records for total value, 
according to the report today of the 
bureau of domestic and foreign com- 
merce. 

The value of breadstuffs in round 
figures was $150,000,000, against $125,- 
000,900 in 1911; of cotton 
against $517,000,000: of mineral 
$122,000,000, against $104,000,000; 
meat and dairy 
against $137,000,000, and 
500,000, against $14,500,000. 

The increase in breadstuffs occurred 
chiefly in wheat, of which the 1912 ex- 
ports were 60,000,000 bushel@ valued at 
$32,000,000, against 59,000,000 bushels, 
valued at $29,000,000. Corn, however, 
shows an equally striking decrease, the 
quantity having been 30,000,000 
els, valued at $22,000,000, 
000.000 bushels, valued at $35,000.000. 

The number of cattle exported was 
32,626, against 148,611 in 1911; of fresh 
beef less than 9,000,000 pounds, against 
28,500,000 pounds. Other classes of 
meats also showed a decline, though 
less strongly marked than that in 
fresh beef: 

Cotton showed exports of 5,571,000,000 
pounds, against 4,457,000,000 
and mineral oils 1,845,000,000 gallons, 
against 1,736,000,000.

Premier Poincare and Minister of 
Agriculture Parns Are the Lead- 
ing Candidates. 


Paris, January ,16.—A president of 
France will be chosen tomorrow by 
members of the chamber of deputies 
an& of the senate sitting together as 
the national assembly of Versailles. 
The eve of the election finds the sit- 
uation as involved as it was at the 


beginning. 

The joint caucus to nominate a can- 
didate for the presidency ended today 
without giving a majority to either 
Premier Poincare or Jules Pams, the 
minister of agriculture, and it is im- 
possible to forecast tomorrows’ result, 
although apparently the election lies 
between these two officials. 

The third ballot taken this afternoon 
gave Premier Poincare 309 votes, while 
M. Pams received 315. Five votes went 
to three other candidates. 

Attitude of Radical Left. 

It is thought, however, that the rad- 
ical left may bring forward a new 
candidate, if M. Pams does not win on 
the fifst ballot. 

It is expnlaine@ that the uncertain sit- 
uation is due to the fact that a large 
number of M. Poincare’s supporters 
would on no account vote for M. Pams 
if the premier withdrew, while none 
of the exponents of proportional rep- 
resentation, who support the candidacy 
of M. Pams, would vote for: Premier 
Poincare if the minister of agriculture 
retired. 

Apart from this there are more 
than one hundyed right and conserva- 
tive republicans, who were not present 
caucus, 
believed will vote for M. Poincare, and 
there are 75 socialists who might vote 
for the premier on a second ballot on 
account of his championship of propor- 
tional representation, of which they 
are zealous advocates. 

Clemenceau Gives the Lic. 

A large meeting of members of the 
republican left was held late tonight 
under the chairmanship of Ex-Premier 
Combes. At the opening of the session 
the discussion was exceedingly 
stormy, M. Clemenceau ¢haracterizing 
Ferdinand Buison as a ‘miserable liar.” 

Calm having been restored, the dele- 
gation, including M. Clemenceau, Cail- 
laux, Combes and Monis, which had 
been sent to ask Premier Poincare, in 
the interests of the republican party, 
to withdraw, if M. Pams did likewise, 
reported that M. Poincare absolutely 
refused to do so. 

During the course of the day the 
premier made several efforts to induce 
Leon Bourgeois to reconsider his dec- 
laration and accept the candidacy, but 
without avail.

Head of the New York ‘Arson 
~ Trust” Makes Confession 


Some Insurance Agents, It Is Alleged, 
Worked With the Members of 
the Fire Trust. 


New York, January 16.—‘Izzy,” the 
painter, head of the New York under- 
world’s “arson trust,” came from Sing 
Sing prison today to confess to put- 
ting the torch to 200 houses within the 
past few months. He unbosomed him- 
self to District Attorney Whitman and 
two stenographers. 

The confession is said to bristle with 
names of “Izzy's” lieutenants. Some are 
said to be notorious characters of the 
tenderloin and the east side, some in- 
BsuUTance agents who worked with the 
“trust” and divided the spoils, others 
adjusters of the big fire insurance 
com pantfes. 

“Izzy, the painter,” was convicted of 
arson recently undtér the name of Isa- 
dore Stein and sentenced to serve not 
less than twelve years in prison. Since 
then he has been indicted again for 
arson. While on his way to plead to 
the last indictment he concluded to 
turn state’s witness and throw himself 
on the district attorney's mercy. 

Amazed at Revelations. 

Mr. Whitman was amazed at the 
enormous extent of the trust’s opera- 
tions. He now believes that more than 


1,000 fires kindled in New York within . 


the past few years can be traced to 
the gang. 

Examination of “Izzy the Painter” 
was resumed tonight and much of his 
testimony was corroborated, it was 
eaid, authoritatively by statistics and 
other data furnished from. the fire 
marshal’s office. ‘“Iazy’’ told in detail 
of his own operations and those of 
eight “mechanics” professional incen- 
diaries and described how he applied 
the ‘torch in tenement houses and 
wallted to watch the firemen work. 

“The greatest pleasure I had was to 
see the fire horses come tearing down 
the street,”’ the convict declared cool- 
ly, continuing that on one occasion 
he climbed to the fire escape of a 
building opposite one he had set on 
fire, straddled a fire escape and 
smoked a cigarette while the flames 
were being fought. 

All “Izzy's” statement will be in- 
vestigated before indictmentS are 
sought. 


“Arson Trust” in Chicago. 

Chicago, January 16.—With the in- 
dictment of Joseph Clarke for an 
alleged attempt to bribe an assistant 
state’s attorney not to prosecute an 
arson case, as a text, A. A. Bach, chief 
deputy state fire marshal, told a re- 
markable story of organized  incen- 
diarism. 

“Ten per cent of Chicago’s fires are 
incendiary,” Bach said. ‘There are 
three men in Chicago, known as insur- 
ance adjusters, who often get to fires 
before the firemen. They sleep with 
their clothes on, have automobiles tin 
readiness, and receiving tips that a 
fire is about to be started, are on their 
way almost before an alarm comes in. 

“The adjusters do not actually start 
fires themselves; they employ men to 
do that—men who actually solicit the 
business. The adjusters make their 
money by adjusting the losses. They 
offer bribes to detectives frequently, 
but never when there is a witness 
present, thus leaving it one man’s word 
against another. 

Informed Days in Advance. 

“Often we are informed days in ad- 
vance of when fires are to be started. 
In that wav we are able to prevent 
many blazes. In many instances we have 
had detectives watching buildings that 
have been marked for the torch We 
have had tips that have led us to 
buildings with the basements filled 
with excelsior, the floor saturated with 
oll and the stock packed in combusti- 
ble material. All that we could do 
was notify the insurance company and 
have the insurance cancelled. In such 
cases the fires were not started. 

“It is possible for any one to get a 
building fired in Chicago. Charges 
vary according tothe magnitude of the 
fire. For large fires the charge is 1 
Per cent, and even at that price the 
firebug makes money. I don’t know 
of a single conviction for arson in 
Chicago in the last eighteen months.” 

Clarke was released tonight on a 
$10,000 bond signed by his wife. 

States Attorney Hoyne tonight said 
the inquiry gradually is widening and 
now involves officials of insurance 
companies, independent fire adjusters 
8nd adjusters employed by insurance 
companies. He refused to make public 
any names of those said to be in the 
“ring.” 


WASHINGTON WARRING 
ON MARYLAND AUTOISTS 


Washington, January 16.—WWar to the 
last drop of gasoline was declared by 
the District af Columbia today against 
the Maryland automobilists in retalia- 
tlon for alleged bad treatment offered 
automobile tourists from the capital. 
The first move of the district govern- 
ment was to increase the automobile 
tax on all outside cars entering the 
district. Until yesterday the tax here 
was $2 and the license perpetual: to- 
day Maryland’s taxation schedule is 
adopted and Maryland ears will be 
forced to pay a graduated scale, ac- 
cording to the size of the automobile, 
ranging from $5 to $25 a year, with 
additional charges for drivers. 

Virginia makes no charge for dis- 
trict-owned cars passing in or out of 
her territory, and the same courtesy 
is extended by the district to Virginia 
automobilists. Maryland automobile 
enthusiasts who venture into the cap- 
{tal, however, will be arrested and 
fined heavily if they are not supplied 
with the necessary license tags. Gov- 
ernment officials and members of the 
diplomatic corps have been arrested 
on many occasions by officials of near- 
by Maryland towns, and it is said that 
because of the alleged injustice of the 
arrests the retaliation war was de- 
clared.
